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The drawings are objected to because certain elements mentioned in the 
specification are not found in the drawings. For example: horizontal center rod 
44, upwardly extending ends 50, downwardly turned leg 54. Applicant is required 
to review all elements in the specification and drawings to make sure they agree.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
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said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Stein et al. 5,597,150 in view of Valiulis et al. 4,869,376. Stein et al. teach 
the device claimed absent the lock bar. Note: Figure 1 , which shows upwardly 
and downwardly turned legs for engaging front and back of a peg board. Stein et 
al. also teaches parallel elongated support legs. Valiulis et al. teach a lock bar in 
Figures 2 and 4 having a generally ractangular cross-section having a hole 33 
and a slot 32 for engaging with a pair of parallel support legs for the purpose of 
organizing and dispensing products. To modify the Valiulis et al. lock bar with 
the Stein et al. supporting hook for the purpose of organizing and dispensing 
products would have been obvious for one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention. 

Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Similar display pegs are illustrated by Klein 4,699,278; 
Plutsky 6,612,448; Dannon 5,485,929.
